“You may think it’s costly to use so much wine in cook- 
ing, but in France wirfe is so very cheap that it does not enter 
into the cost,” she said. “Even here one bottle of wine will 
do for several dishes, and it’s nice to use when want 
spread yourself a bit on a dinner 

Let now face a provoking fact 
not suitable for cooking, Mrs. Andison said 
that they are not too good to drink 

She uses Australian wines, and finds South African wines 
adequate. California wihes are fine, she said, “except that we 
can't get them here,” while those of Chile are closest of all 
to the French wines. 

Mrs, Andison zipped her pupils through the making of 
an apple tart, green beans saute, and dunked a roast of pork 
in wine to be cooked in a couple of days 

By the way, the roast chicken and boeuf en 
were started Monday night were served Tuesday 
were well worth the wait 

Today's recipe is “Soupe Bonne Femme,”. which Mrs. 
Andison said means “whatsoever the cook happens to have 
in the kitchen.” She said the soup she made Tuesday night 
was a disappointment because of the potatoes 

“They were old,” she said, “and this is a poor 
gelgood. potatoes.” Here's how..it..goes: 

One pound leeks, one pound potatoes, butter the size of a 
walnut, half-cup cream. 

Cut leeks and potatoes in dice, and brown slightly in 
butter, Add two cups water, bring to a boil, add salt and 
pepper, and cook until vegetables are very soft. Add cream 
or not, as desired, and serve poured over hot croutchs. Vege- 
tables may also. be cooked in pressure cooker, and may be 
mashed and beaten, cream added. and served very hot with 
out_ croutons. 

“It's not a ‘dress-up’ soup.” Mrs. Andison said, 
family soup, and you'll want to eat a lot of it.”
